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BREXIT - Where Are We Non ? 



The EU referendum had been awaited for 
so long and now seems an almost distant 
memory, but has anything actually 
changed? 

Apart from the political turmoil within the 
mainstream parties and also in Europe, our 
economy appears stable as do our finance 
and job markets. In fact, it would be hard 
for anyone to specify what has actually 
changed. What does need to change is that 
we need to officially notify the EU, in accordance with Article 50 of The Lisbon Treaty, 
which is fairly straightforward and is as follows:- 


1. Any Member State may decide to withdraw from the Union in accordance with its own 
constitutional requirements. 


2. A Member State which decides to withdraw shall notify the European Council of its 
intention. In the light of the guidelines provided by the European Council, the Union 
shall negotiate and conclude an agreement with that State, setting out the arrangements 
for its withdrawal, taking account of the framework for its future relationship with the 
Union. That agreement shall be negotiated in accordance with Article 218(3) of the 
Treaty on the Functioning of the European Union. It shall be concluded on behalf of the 
Union by the Council, acting by a qualified majority, after obtaining the consent of the 
European Parliament. 


3. The Treaties shall cease to apply to the State in question from the date of entry into 
force of the withdrawal agreement or, failing that, two years after the notification 
referred to in paragraph 2, unless the European Council, in agreement with the Member 
State concerned, unanimously decides to extend this period. 


4. For the purposes ofparagraphs 2 and 3, the member of the European Council or of the 
Council representing the withdrawing Member State shall not participate in the 
discussions of the European Council or Council or in decisions concerning it. 

A qualified majority shall be defined in accordance with Article 238(3)(b) of the Treaty 
on the Functioning of the European Union. 

5. If a State which has withdrawn from the Union asks to rejoin, its request shall be 
subject to the procedure referred to in Article 49.

However, therein lies the problem as new Prime Minister, Theresa May, has said ‘T have 
already said that I won’t be triggering Article 50 until I think that we have a UK approach 
and objectives for negotiations - I think it is important that we establish that before we 
trigger Article 50.” This was after she had met with Scotland’s First Minister, Ms Nicola 
Sturgeon. Although Europe minister Sir Alan Duncan has said that Westminster holds 
total control over Leave negotiations, putting the final nail in the coffin of the wily SNP 
leader’s bid to discuss Scotland’s future EU relationship with Brussels, Theresa May has 
said “Scotland’s very important to me. When I stood on the steps of Downing Street on 
Wednesday I made clear that I believe in the United Kingdom,” she said. “I’ve just had 
an excellent meeting with the First Minister - a very positive and constructive meeting. 
She continued “I’m willing to listen to options and I’ve been very clear with the first 
minister today that I want the Scottish government to be fully engaged in our 
discussions”. 

It seems, to the annoyance of we English, that yet again, Scotland takes precedence over 
us. However, the good news is that support for independence and a second referendum on 
secession from the UK has also picked up in the wake of the referendum, which then 
bodes well for our own independence. 

Sour grapes are also evident in the attitude of Brussels bureaucrats who are insisting that 
Britain needs to cough up a staggering £20 BILLION before the country can free itself 
from EU control. With a further disregard to the momentous democratic vote to leave, the 
European Union are threatening to hold our nation to ransom if it fails to pay the bill. An 
EU source told a German newspaper: “A deal with Britain is inconceivable if the British 
do not settle these liabilities.” EU Commission lawyers have warned Theresa May’s 
Government a failure to pay up would equal a debt default, according to reports. 

This supposed debt that results from the remaining 27-member bloc pushing through 
masses of bills that have been unpaid for years, now amounting to more than €200billion 
(£1 TObillion) of which our alleged share is around €25 billion euros (£20 billion). 

There appears to be some desperation in how the EU are trying to trying to put blocks in 
the way of a British exit following the Leave vote on June 23. EU President, Jean-Claude 
Juncker, has already warned that Britain will not gain access to the single market if it 
refuses to accept freedom of movement rules and with a further move to stop Britain from 
fully leaving the bloc, Brussels chiefs say they could offer the UK temporary curbs on 
immigration in return for access to the single market. 

Brexiteers have insisted that they will not let PM May back-pedal on our exit from the 
EU by surrendering on immigration and trade, or stall in order to appease the Scots. 
However, it appears all will not be as straightforward as we had hoped, so we need to 
watch this space!

This basic and straightforward answer to the migration problem was 
received in an email from an elderly reader who wishes to remain 
anonymous. 

Surely This Makes Sense - A fair solution regarding migrants?
